Computer Automation's Autoload Option (AL) permits the automatic loading of a binary program into the 
NAKED MINI/ALPHA LSI memory. Sequencing logic controls the execution of a binary loader program 
stored in a 256-word read-only-memory (ROM). AL inputs from teletype paper tape readers, high speed _ 
paper tape readers, 9-track magnetic tape transports, cassette tape, or disk drive systems associated 
with a NAKED MINI/ALPHA LSI Computer. Loading is initiated by pressing the control console AUTO 
switch, or momentary grounding of a pin on a rear edge connector of the option board that piggybacks on 
the NAKED MINI/ALPHA LSI Computer processor board. 


Data is stored in NAKED MINI/ALPHA LSI memory starting at a location supplied either by the input 

source or by manually setting the starting address in the computer's index register. All data is exam- 

ined for checksum and tape format errors. An error will stop the load and requires a manual restart 

of the Autoload program. Upon completion of a successful load and if the loaded program includes a 

valid program execution starting address, computer control may be automatically transferred to the 

binary program just loaded. The AL option program provides two modes of operation dependent upon the 
device being utilized. Teletype and high speed paper tape readers use a binary format program. Magnetic 
tape, cassette tape, and disk systems use a single record "bootstrap" format.
